I. WE ſhall conſider what Caſe they are in, 
who are here pronounced happy.

David his Servant from the hurtful Sword, 
j So when God delights to bleſs a Nation, we

(2.) THE People, Cc. are ſuch as are 
deliver'd from the Inſults and Impoſitions of 
Foreign Nations; and from all thoſe who 
are perfidions and falſe in their Words and 
Covenants, Ver. 11, Rid me from the Hands 
of ſtrange Children, (or a foreign Idolatrous 
People) whoſe Mouth ſpeaketh Vanity; (both 
their Words and their Oaths are vain and 
inſignificant) and their Right Hand is a Right 
Hand of Falſbood.

ſort of Cattel; as hy Oxey, in the next Verſe, 
is tojbe underitood all the larger: (an incu- 
ſive way of ſpeaking very common with 

the Hebrews) Ver. 14. That our Qxen may bt 

ftrorg to labour 3 that is, able to bear Bur- 
dens; ſtrong for drawing and Carriage, as 
ſome Cattel are; or loaden with Fleſh for 
Food, as others are; or that, according to 
their Kind, the larger Cattel may be fruit- 
tul as rhe leſſer ; and ſtrong to carry, and 

bring forth their Young, as ſome chuſe to 
read the Words.

very great Bleſſings in for mer times, When FT 
the Riches of a Nation, or Per ſon, conſiſtedin 
vaſt Flocks and Herds; and are ſtill certainly 
to be look' d upon as neceſſary Conſtituents

And it is aHo as certain, that the 
former Bleſſings are to be aſerib'd to, and 
derived from the latter; and conſequently;

11 85 5 3 4 1 
80 that inſtead of ſpending Time in cri- 
tictſing upon this Matter, I thall only detain 
you from wullat is more eſpecially deGgned, 
while I briefly ſhow what this Happinefs 
is; and what we are to underſtand by the 
Lord being ti God: of People,; and this 
may be conſidered both on the Fart of tho 
People, and oh DVU Pt. 
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(I.) WITH reſpe& to the People, at ſigni - 
fies that they are ſuch as nom, — 
and obey this Lord.

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TO begin then; we may firſt Apply to 
our ſelves, with ſome ſmall Alteration, tlie 
Language of the 10th Verſe, It is God that 
giveth Salvation, or Victory, to Princes; as 
He has done to our QUEEN, and thoſe in 
Alliance with Her: Who has delivered our 
EVER FAMOUS GENERAL from the hurt- 
fal Sword, It would take up a great deal 
more time than what is now allowed me, to 
| ſpeak of the ſeveral Victories that have 
been given us this War: and of the many 
wonderful Deliverances of the Great Iaſtru- 
ment of our Conqueſts ; even in the molt 
furious Actions, and the moſt eminent Dan- 
gers. I'll only obſerve in ſhort, © That 
« the whole Compaſs of Hiſtory does not 
“ furniſh us with an Account of ſo many 
« brave, bloody, and hazardous Battles be- 
« ing fought ; and ſo many Glorious Vi- 
« Qories obtained; under One Renowned 
« Commander, as we can now ſpeak of in 
* a few Campaigns. The Succeſs is ſuch 
as can no where be paralell'd : Excepting 
only the Sacred Hiſtory, where Angels were 
Captains, the Stars and Elements liſted in 
the Service, God himſelf at the Head of all, 
and, by the commanding Signals from Hea- 
ven, guiding the Battle. And yet even 
there the Salvation was not more truly, tho 
more miraculouſly the Work of God, than 

our Salvations have been. 
_ C BUL 
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BUT the Victories, and Succeſſes of the 
laft Year we are now called together more 
expreſly to make mention of, and bleſs God 
for. The molt remarkable, of which are 


the rating of TOURNAT : putting the whole 
French Army to Flight at BLAREGNIES, 


after a long and deſperate Engagement: And 
the reducing of MONS ; which was conſe- 
quent upon that.

As for TOURNAY, the French were fo 
ſenſible of the Importance of it, that, we 


are told they had made it as ſtrong as Art 


could do it: And thought their Fortifica- 


tions were ſuch as would have been Im- 
pregnable. So much an Inſcription upon 
one of the Halfmoons declares, of which 
this is a part, THAT IT MAY NEVER BE TA- 
KEN FOR THE FUTURE, AMONGST OTHER 
| Works HE (meaning the French Ring) 
HAS ERECTED THIS. And yet by the wiſe 
Conduct of our Generals ; and the unwea- 
ried Labour, as well as undaunted Courage 
of our Soldiers; both which certainly ought 
to be aſcribed to the Favour, and Preſence 
of God; in about one and twenty Days that 
Fortreſs was made Ours. 85 


AND whoever conſiders that this was

done before the Face of a vaſt Army, whole 


Concern it was, it poſſible, to have pre- 
vented it; and the Beſiegers all along going 
on with the ſtrongeſt Refolution, notwith- 

. ſtanding

ſtanding innumerable Diſcouragements, that 


every ſtep preſented themſelves, and ſprung 
up before them: whoever (I ſay) conſiders 
ſuch things as theſe, may as reaſonably con- 
clude, that God was with us; as the falling 
of the Walls of JERICHO, or the taking 


and burning of the City AI by Joſbua and 


the Iſraelites, ſhew'd that He was with 
them. . 


thought (as our Enemies comforted them- 


ſelves by Imagining) That the Flower, and 
Chief of our Forces would have been ruin- 


ed in that Siege; we are ſ{urpriz'd with an 
Account of the moſt bold, and ſucceſsful 


ACTION at BLAREGNHIES : where the E- 


nemies were ſo ſtrongly Intrench'd, that their 
Intrenchments are faid to be more like a 


Citadel than a Camp : (to give you a Plan of 


which is the Buſineſs of a News-Paper, and 
not of a Sermon) Their Forces were undoubt- 
edly very much ſuperiour to ours, having re- 
ceived their laſt Reinforcements from ſeveral 
of their Garriſons: Their Generals never 


manag'd more wiſely : Their Soldiers never 


fought more deſperately: And yet notwith- 
ſtanding all God gave »s the Victory. A Vi- 
Cory ſo very famous, that the States Gene- 
ral, in a Letter to the DUKE OF MARL- 
BOROUGH, thus ſpeak their Senſe of it; 
If GLORY attends the Greatneſs of Dificul-

THE Great Advantage of this Battle,

Plenty, that even at this time, compared 
with many other Places, we enjoy. Of 
our being ſufficiently ftock'd with the ſeve- 
ral Kinds of Catile, both ſmaller and larger; 
both for Food, and for Labour. And we 
can look upon all, as ſecured to us alfo: | 
For there is no Breaking in, nor going out, | 
nor any juſt, and general Cauſe of Complain- 
ing in our Streets, TE TH,. 
AND methinks while we praiſe God for 
our eminent and ſignal Victories abroad, we

And when we ſee other Countries continual-

bitants deſtroy'd, or impoveriſh*'d and ruin'd 


by long Sieges: and, all around, the People 
put in fear, as not knowing how ſoon the 


Breach may be upon themſelves. And then 


to think of our dwelling in Peace and Safety, 

out of the Reach of the very Alarm of War; 
how great and diſtinguiſhing does the Mer - 
cy ſeem! Our Enemies, indeed, have at- 


tempted to invads our and; but God dealt 


with them as he did with Sennacherib: made 
em return back the way by which they came, Iſa. 


37.29, He made 'em return with their 


Confidence chaſtiz'd, their ExpeRations 
diſappointed, their Charges wholly loſt, and 
their further Attempts utterly diſcourag'd. 
Thus has God ſecured us from any pablicꝶ 
e B: each 
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Breach by Wars, and Inveſfions. To this we 
may add, There is no private Breaking in 
upon our Liberties, Conſciences, or Enjoy* 
ments, by Perſecution ; and yet this too is 
the Caſe of many others. Their Eſtates 
are ſeized, Families broken up; and they 
are thrown into Dungeons, condemned to 
the Gallies, and put to unheard of Deaths : 
and all this meerly for doing that which 
their Conſciences oblige em to; and upon | 
which they cannot but think their Erernal 
Welfare, or Miſery depends: At the ſame 
time we have our Liberties ſecured to us, 
both Civil and Sacred, So that as there is 
no breaking in upon us in theſe Reſpects. 
THERE is no GOING OUT, either by 
Captivity or Baniſhment: which yet is the 
Miſery of many other People in the World. 
Some are carry'd away Priſoners into ſtrange 
Places, where they are retained under very 
grievous and calamitous Circumſtances, O- 
thers are forced to leave their native Country, 
and Enjoyments, on the account of the hard 
Dage they there meet with; or the extreme 
Want to which they are reduc'd. As the 
Proteſtants in France, and other Popiſh Coun- 
tries, are Inſtances of the one: and the Pa- 
latines of the other ; who have lately, in ſuch 
great Numbers, flock'd hither for Refuge 
and Relief: many of which have appear d 
amongtt us, with a Joy that would we's 
| made 
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made one think, they eſteemed themſelves, 
beyond Expreſſion, happy, in having been 
able to eſcape meerly with their Lives iu their 
Hands. Now then, let us conſider our own 
Caſe with reference to theſe: we are nei- 
ther carry'd away Priſoners by our Enemies 
coming upon us from abroad ; nor forced into 
Exile by our Hardſhips at Home. Our Ad- 
verſaries cannot reach us; our Government 
will in no Reſpect moleſt us: but, on the 

contrary, is every way contriving to pro- 

mote our Happineſs. Yea, ſuch is the com- 
paſſionate, and gracious Diſpoſition of our 
QUEEN, as not only to contrive the Quiet 
and Proſperity of her owz Subjects; but to 
ftand up as an Advocate for the oppreſſed 
Subjects of other Princes too. I mean, more 
particularly, her eſpouſing the Cauſe of the 
Proteſtants in Sileſia ; when a Proclamation 
was publiſhed againſt them, by which per- 
petual Baniſhment, and the Confiſcation of 
their preſent, and future Eftates was threat- 
ned. I mention this Caſe, not only to 
make us value our own. Condition, 1n that 
we are expoſed to no ſuch Baniſhment, or 
going out; but that we may alſo bleſs God 
for a PRINCE, who, at once, reſolves to 
MAINTAIN INVIOL ABLT the Liberties 
of her own People; and appears alſo as the 
Aſſertor and Promoter of the Liberties of o- 
— <.- ne 
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SO that on theſe Accounts, with what I 
have further to mention, it may be ſub- 
joined, there i no Complaining in our Streets, 
There is no complaining of a Government ſo 
juſt, and honourable; fo indulgent, and 
tavourable, as that under which we live: 
Excepting by thofe unchriſtian, ſiery Spirits, 
who make the very Mildneſs of a Govern- 
ment the Cauſe of their Complaint. . And I 
would hope that even ſuch Perſons as theſe, 
will at laſt be overcome by that Goodzeſs they 
treat ſo unworthily, to ceaſe their Railleries. 
Every Thazkſeiving for Victory ſhould ſhame 
'em out of their 4d:/contented and ſpiteful Hu- 
mor: and like the'Rexewizg of the Kingdom 
at Gilgal, when Saul had conquered the 
Ammonites, 1 Sam. 11. 14. Such Days and 
Occaſions as theſe, ſhould be improv'd to 
the barying of all our Azimoſities amongſt 
our fſe/ves; and engaging us in the moſt 
hearty Affection, and cheartul Obedience to 
our QUEEN. One would think, that 
there ſhould not be any in our Land ſo per- 
verſe, as to quarrel with the Conduct of 
ſuch a Prince; or to murmur, and exclaim 


againſt ſuch a Government, which Heaven ſo 


ſignally Owns and Honours, It is certain, 
there is no juſt, and, bleſſed be God, no ge- 
neral Complaint in our Streets, however 
Perſons of reſtleſs and unemanag d Tempers 
| may 
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may ſometimes give Vent to their Deſtru- 
tive Principles, and their Diſaniting Zeal. 
| As for thoſe Few that are Malecontents, they 
are now look'd upon rather as the Objects of 
Contempt, or Pity; than of Efteem, and 
Regard.” Their Complaints are heard, but 
they dq.not .-ſpread - much; except it be to 
the Reproach and Diſgrace of the Diſſatisfy'd 
pegs I had not ſo. much as taken notice 
of theſe; it the Cathedral of this City, (con- 
trary to the declared Judgment of the Magi- 
ſtrates, and the preyailing Senſ of the com- 
mon Auditory) had not lately rung with 
the Clamours of one of this Number, | 
AGAIN, there is no Complaining in our 
Streets, on the account of any common and 
deſolating Judgments from God. If you could 
now hear the pitiful Cries of thoſe who are 
ready to ſtarve by Famine, as it is the Caſe 
of Multitudes in the Neighbouring Natt- 
ons; inſtead of complaining of the preſent 
Scarcity,, you would be very thanktul for | 
the Plenty that is in the midit of us. In Sa- |
